RATLWAY MALL SERVICE INCREAS E,

General Supervintendent White Makes
His Annual Report,

Wasnivarox, . C., Nov, 47, —James E.
W hite, general superintendent of the rall,
way muil service, bas submitten his annual
roport to tho second assisiant postmaster
gonernl. 1t shows that the malls wers coar-
ried on 159,618 miles of rallway o the United
States,  The total number of cars undor con-
trol of the department is 2,801, At the close
of the fiscul year under reviow there were
1,088 patlway postefice lines In opération in
which postal clerks were emploved in the sep-
aration and distrioution of thoe mails. Thers
wer2  also  sixty-seven steamboat  lines,
A total HLU clorks woere nt
work on  thosa lines,  Thers were
adaed during the year 470505 miles of
new service, belng an increase of 356 per
went, Tho lines upon whicth serviee was
pertovmed by postal clerks shows an in-
crease of S00002  miles, or 81 per cent.
There nve 0,008 elerks on tho rolls, being nn
increase of 10 men, or 336 per cent, while
the record of snousl milonge shows an -
crease of G, VELESAT miles, or five por cent in
distanes triveled in tho performance of duty,
npd DUSSELAGE pieces, or S0 per cent in thoe
quantity of mail matter distributod.

Mr, \t‘hmr recommends the pnactment of o
law providing for the rotiremeny of all per-
manent rallyway postal clerks on one-thivd or
one-half pay who have vecome inenpucitated
for service by reason ol age, injurles re-
celvea while (o the dischnrge of their oMeial
dutioes, eto, tae fund to be croated jby with.
holdmgnsum equal to one-hall of 1 per
cent per anuum of tha salary of ench clerk,

him their condition, 8o I went, In company
with other members of the fivm, to his resi-
dence and teied to find out how things
stonid.  We fallod, bowever, to oblain
from him any lightou the situntion, ns his
mind would continunlly stray away from tho
subject,  An nssignment then beecame aper-
ative in order to protect the firm nud i1s cls-
tomers, [ can't say how the firm stands, |

spoculation, | am of the opinion that every-
thing will come out all rignt in the end.

Pinchel in a Corner.

The firm Is generall pelioved to have been
hurt by a cocner in November corn, of
whicn their principal enstomers ave said to
have beea short oo August 1. U'be credit of
the  firm was ratod at from $750,000 to
1,000,000,

Siduey Dillon, president of the Union PPa-
c¢itic Kallrond  compuny, ex-Judge John F.
Dillon, coursel of the company, and General
Dodge, largo stoekholders, were at the oftico
of IField, Lindloy & Co,, waiting for some
one to show up and rall them of the condition
of cortain Union Pacitic securities held by
the flem for loans. These gentlemen have
no ides ns to what condition the securlties
are in, and fear they have beon hypothocated.
Judge Ditlon spoke freely about tho affairs
of the firm, He soid the creditors wers
numerons and that the tirm aiscounted paper
for various houses aud in the mutn received
seeuritios, The all important question is as
to the condition of their securities,

Clamoring for Thewr Securities.

AL 30 oelock neither the assignee nor
noy of the firm had roturtied to the oflive.
Judgoe Dillon grew impationt and suta be did
not nropose Lo wait any longer,

YWe are ready to puy the flrm he soid,
Sand we wuant our secavities, 1o fact,
we have boon trying to pay for them for
some time, but our securities are not
fortheoming. 1t apoears that they bave
disposed of themn, but they could not legally
do s0 without the consent of the company,
which was not glven. 1 won't wait any
lopger. 1f the securlties avonot accounted
for this ovenlug I shall advertise for them
tomorrow."

I*acitie held by the firm smounts to #40,000,

Severnl mon displayed cheeks ealling for
large amounts of money and wanted Lo pay
their loans, but money was not wanted and
they carried their cliccks nway,

H{umor bas it that the flem hus been lend.
ing money on securitivs nt 30 and 40 per cent
discount nod then selling the securlties at
par value.  Purther than the fact that sov-
ernl borrowers bnve asked for tholr secur-
ities and they have not been produced, the
rumor has nol been substantinted,

Numerous roports woere allout olacing the
firu's indebtedness nll the way from §100,000
to #1,500,000, but no corroct statement could
bo securcd throogh the offieo of the lirin,
which was thronged durlng the ectire after-
noon by peaple clumoring for information,

Notwithstandiog  the statement of Mr.
Gould that Mre Bdward Field was at his
houeo under modical treatment, the servant
at lis house iusistoa in tho afternoon that he
left in tho worning saying he was going to
the ofice.

Oue of the partners denies that corn had
anything speainl to do with thair diffoulty,
and says that thelr matters are disarranged
and that they do not know how they stang,
consldering which, ne sald, the firm thought
best to send out n notice of inability to meet
Its obligations.

Despite s struggles he
whs drageed to o convenient spot, & noose
was thrown around his neck and howas soou
suspended in the air. The freo end of the
rope was mndo fast and  cho self-appointod
executionoers docampea,

Fortunately for thoe corporal he hnd been
hanging for ouly a short timo when ®
sorgeant discovered him apa cut tho rope.
Tho corporal was almost dend, und it re-
quired most strenuous efforts on the part of
the surgeon und his assistants to resuscitate
him, 1t is believed it will bo some time
befora he ean resume his duties.
